Kingdome, Ani long face the urhappy difference 
(by che meancs of wicked Counſellors) dt ariſe be- 
tweene his Mijeſtie and his great Connell of Par- 
liament, they drew up anew Bill of tonnzge and 
Poandage for three years which was paſſed by both 
Houſes and preſe.ited to his M tie te for his royall 
aſſeat, bur rhe ſaid Bill doth itill remains with His 
Maicftic : His Maieſtie refu(ing to paſle the ſame, 
alchough bis Maicſcie received a great profit out of 
the la(t Bill, and ſo likewiſe-is to receive our of this 
toward the maintenance of his M ieſties honſhold, 
which benefit of late notbeing received , by reaſon 
the ſaid Bill is not paſſed” by his Miieſtie 3 a Re« 
monſtrance-was drawn up and preſented to borh 
Houſes of Parliament, by the Governours of the 
Kings Children at St, fames houſe neere Weſtmin- 
ſer, ſetting forth thatthe allowance for their main- 
tenanee hath becn; detayned from them ever fince 
the King refuied to paſſe the Bill for ronnage and 
poundage,and-defired that the Parliament would 
take ic'into con(ideration, and take a ſpeedy courſe 
that ſome allowance might be allotted to be payed 
unto them towards their maintenance as formerly 
there was | 

Whereupon after ſome debate thereof in the 
Houſes: It was dand ſo ordered that the grand 
Committee ſhould take ſome ſpeedy order for the 
payment of the ſaid allowance, which they did ac- 
cordingly the laſt day of Sep. laft. 

The Parliament wiſely taking intoconſideration 
what perſons they are that have been the chiefe In-

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cendiaries of ſtirring up and increaſing the divifion 
bet ween the-King and the Parliament, and ofdraw- 
ing his Maje(tic to levy V Varre againft the Parlia- 
ment and all his good ſuvj.As, and fo have thereby 
beene moſt apparently the occaſion. of ail rhe pre- 
ſent diſtraQions in the Kingdome, and of the great 
and vaſt expence of money in the Realme.The houſe 
having often ſhewed their defiretoaid the King arid' 
tocale the ſubje&s of the gtievances,& bnxens,taey 
have long laine under, whereby they would have 
made his M»je(ty rhe greateſt Prince that ever ſway 
ed Scepter in'this Ea0d.2nd fetrled the whole King- 
domeiy proſperity and tranquillity it he had had. 
good Officers and fairhtull Counſellors about him, 
which had nat drawne him from the faithfull advice 
of his great Counſell of Parliament, And finding 
that Papiſts and illaffe&ted Proteſtants were the on- 
ly Inſtruments of theſe great evills rhat-are: in his. 

and, They have agreed that. reparation ſhall be 
made unto the Kingdome for the great charge theſe, 
Inceudiaries of milchiefe have brought upon its and-- 
would freely, part with their efrates ro deſtroy the 
King and his good ſubieRs. 


And therefore have ordered that no Sol- 
dier ſhall plunder any De!inquents houſe, 
or the houle of any perſons ill aftected to 
the NIP they may A 
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the better able to Perle the Kingdom the 
great dammage it hath ſuſtained, 

And therefore 1t 1s further ordered, that 
there ſhall be proclamation made in all 
parts of the Kingdom,for the ſummoning 
of the Earl of Lindſey, the Lord Willewgb- 
by his fonne, Sir Jervtce Scrorpe , Sir F 
Munſon, Str "Charles Dallifon, and all other 

Delinquents,which the Houſes have drawn 
up any charge againſt to make their ap- 
pcarance in Parliament by a day certain 
anſwer to their ſeverall Impeachments, or 
chat otherwiſe their Lands and eſtates, to 
be ſeized upon and imployed for the pub- 
like ſervice of the Common-wealth , and 
and their perſonas to ftand adgudged as 
guilty of Treaſon, 

And cartainly-good cauſe have the Par: 
liament to proceed 1n this manner,againſt 
ſuch publike Enemies to the King and 
State ;" for if we ſearch former. preſidents, 
we may find heavie Judgemeats and Cen- 
ſores, with loſe of Lands, Tenements, 
Goods and CRE, upon thoſe that only

for their own private lucre ( not with an 
intent to overthrewthe whole State) were 
means to impoverith the King and deceive 
the Subject , as 1n 4wmno: 5o, dw! 3. where 
Articles were drawn up 1n Parliament 2- 
gainlt Riobard Lyons of London Merchant, 
the Lord Latimer which was Chamberlain, 
and one of the Kings Privie-Counſell; the 
Lord Nevill , and divers others , 'which 
Articles were of an infertour - nature to 
whatare again(t theſe perſons. 

The fir{t being bat for- licence of car- 
rying of Wools to other places then Ca- 
lice, for their private Commodity. 

2. That they had-procured money. to be 
lent to the King by way of Uſury, where- 
of they had thetr part, 

3. That they had bought debts due by 
the King to.cammon perſons , for the ten 
20, or hundred penny; and made the King 
pay them all, 

If the Parliament in*thoſe times had 
power to proceed jn this manner againſt 
thoſe perſons , what ſhall net the Parlia- 
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' ment dO unto: theſe Traiterous perſons: /

tion of Adam Burry of  Lexden , for ſome 
.crimes by him committed, upon. his-not 
comming in upon ſurnmons awarded thar 
all his goods and Chattels would be areſt- 
ed and ſtayed , well may this Parliament 
dee the like unto a great numberthat bave 
beene diverſe times ſummened to the Par- 
1:ament for ſuch crimes as arc not to-bee 
parrale[led in all our Chronicles, '\nd yet 
refuſe to appare:to anſwer for the fame, 
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
